The pay^ment of a ttnall rate of Intere.t 
on de|>ositi encouraget people with 
I tiiiall tiimt of money to dcpo.lt them, 

I while if iMi Inlere.t wnt paid the money

“In towna and countlet w here money I 
it not uaed much the branchet collect 
In the (pare funds, and nlmo.t without 
rxpente it it trantferred through the 
heed officet to other hrnnehet where 
money la In active demand. Thlt money 
from all parta la placed In one retcr- 
voir and dittributeil. doing the moat 
good nt the loweit coat. Itatei to bnr- 
rowert are cqunlizedi by thIt ditirlbu- 
lion, nnd In the far-off. .pnrtely-.ellled 
reglona ratet are practically no higher 
than at the large centers. We know 
how different thit It in the Cnlled 
Btulei — money at one and two percent, 
per onniim In New York, ten and twelve 
per cent, wett and lontb and unoblain- 
able at any price at many point*. 

"One of the great rconomle. In the et- 
tnhlithmenl of hroncli bankt it the 
leavening of the capital Invette.! In the 
biwlnest. The average percentage of 
cnpltnl to depotlta la Scntliind it 17.2 
per cent., while In thit country it It 34.3 
per cent. Whiitever reduce* expense* of 
iiank management meiini reduced rate* 
to the borrower — lieneflt to the public. 
If there were only one bonk In the eoun- 
ley ihia might not be ao. but competi- 
tion between hnnki force, them to the 
loweat rnlea that decent •return* on 
their cnpital will ollow. Con*ei|iientIy 
if eo«t to the Iiank la reduced cost fo the 
public la nI*o reduced. tax on hnnka 
la n tnx on the people. T.egi*lnlur*. *iip- 
p<i«ed to repre»en1 the people, thoiild re- 
member Ihl* when It occuri to them • 
thnt It would be a good thing to lncren*e \ 
the burden* of the bank*.

every port of the country and bringing 
Into greatest activity the capacities of 
brain and muscle of all our people.”

enter on dungcn,ua expcrlmenta. Fiat 
money teemed to be no liar to our pro»- 
pcrlly In the earl; aeventlea. The llland 
ailver coinage lirv was busily at work 
In 1878 and IS.n. yet It had, an far as 
any ohaerver con I dUcover nt the time, 
no rapeclally hi ful influence on the 
country'* proap ,ty. In the fall of 1891 
there were pleni or political oracles to 
point out the fii< .hat good times' were 
returning In the ace of the silver pur- 
ebaae set of 1890. 

“Itiit what value It to he ao nerloualy 
put on currency ayatems good only for 
favorable times In trade'/ What, tor In- 
stance, would the world have anld of 
the English currency Rvatera if It had 
eallafled everybody In tlw smooth sail- 
ing of 1888 and 1889 ami then collap«ed 
into general discredit during the itorm 
of 18907 If It la true that we need the 
■urcat nnd moat Invliinerable currency 
In the world to aiialaia our imiuetrles 
through these periodical storms which 
sweep over an Industrial community 
then It will reasonably be admitted 
that the preparation foreuch a ayatem 
must be made before the emergency 
arise*. 

“If we are to pass in the future 
through other years of couimorclal dis- 
tress — ami nobody is so great nii opti- 
mist as to argue thnt trade r< actions 
are gone forever— we surely ought, as 
an Intelligent people, to provide that 
In such an event onr whole »y*tem of 
public and private Unabcc, government 
nnd Individual credit, need not be swept 
down aimultanenualy.

A recent dtaiMitch from Mexico con- 
veys the Information that .Mexico Is 
about to take wliat are considered the 
first steps toward n gi Ul basis. It la 
aaid that the recent cat fall in the 
price of silver ha < been n wonderful ami 
costly object leason to .A' xlco and other 
naliona using ailver ua the standard of 
value. 

•Mexico produces cousiileruble gold, 
but It goes to other countrict where it 
I* more appreciated. Mexico now pro- 
poses to put an export duty on gold. It 
is argued that this will keep her gold 
at home and make it easy for her to 
mkoptiaguld etnmiard in a fewyearo. U 
la alao proposed to exempt gold minera 
from “every form of federal, state and 
municipal taxation." These taxes are 
■aid to be so onerous a* to practically 
prohibit foreign capital from investing 
in gold milling in Mexico. 

Another dispatch *oy» thnt “It it un- 
derstood that the next step will be the 
depositing of go'd in the federal treas- 
ury, the governr cnt to pay therefor In 
ailver dollars at ibe current rate of ex- 
change on the dn, the deposit it made.” 
It la argued tlr ’ this plan would ac- 
cumulate n go' fundi from which In- 
terest payment- would he met end 
woiiUi alto niak t easy to change the 
basis. It Is nil itnted thnt Mexico's 
cabinet projKJH- - t»> bring nlKiut th# 
gradual adoption of the gold standard 
so na not to shock trade. 

In view of the nbove facta our silver 
stoteamen show great discretion in re- 
fmlning from visiting Mexico.

A limple, clear, count] and strong 
preacntullon of the money question is 
jiKide by Charles U. Swun.Jr., inalittia 
book eutitli'fl '‘Monetary Problrma anal 
Reforms. ” It is the lust number of 
Putnam's “Questions of the Day Series." 
The author beliercs that legal tender 
laws arc n great curse and arc respou- 
sible for most of our monetary evils. 
Re makes a good ease. Ills arguments 
are well calculated to upset not ooly 
sixteen to one ideas, but all belief In 
favor of flat or cheap money. This be- 
ing the heart of his discussion, we quote 
the following extracts from the chap- 
ters on Flat Money and I.egai Tender: 

•'From an economic point of view 
tivere can be no difference between an 
obligation to deliver what Imppens to 
be n medium of exchange afid an obliga- 
tion otdcJlver some other article. In 
either event the selection has been 
made by the agreement of the parties, 
and the oblig-ution is ns to a certain 
quantity of a certain thing. It Is thus 
liiat wc may say that in economic con- 
templation any obligation to deliver 
specified goods Isadebt. Itwould seem 
that the obligation mode by the agreo- 
ment of the p.-irties should be adhered 
only by the agreement of Uio parties, 
it would seem further tluit the obliga- 
tion should not be altered indirectly hv 
changing the definition of terms us^ 
in tbe agreement- Nor should the fact 
Ibiit the law looks on a debt for money 
in a riiffeircnt light from the way In 
which it looks on a debt for ot Ivor goods 
make any difference as to impairing the 
obligation. 

"It Is neierthcless true that no des- 
potic power of government In disregard 
of property has been oftener or more 
universally employed than this power 
of tampering with contracts, and that, 
too. not only by governments, profes- 
sedly des]>otic, but even by those claim- 
ing to be actuated by the i>rinciples of 
justice and liberty. 

"These, then, are the- Ihiree ways of 
debasing tbe standard coin of a country 
— either 10 reduce the weight of the 
piece and make the retiiieed piece a 
legal lender for the old piece, or to coin 
the same pieces us before, but decree 
that each shall be a legal teiuler on e.\- 
Isting contracts for more than Its old 
name implied, or to coin pieces of tbe 
same w eight as before, but of a reduced 
lineness and to make them legal ten- 
der with the old. llowevea-, it Is not at 
oil unusual to find that when one of 
these methods Is employed In a scheme 
of debasement the others are also as- 
sociated with it. Debasenveut. properly 
speaking, refers simply to applying the 
old nnoM: to a lesser amount of inctal, 
and in order to effect an impairing of 
contract rights Vnust be accompanied 
by a legal tender law, for otherwise 
creditors would not receive tlie smaller 
coins for more than their market value 
as stamped metal, but the act of dobase- 
ment is so univcrsully poisoned with 
this legal tender law that the term dc- 
iiasemeut is generally used to cover 
both operatious. 

"The method above described for 
tampering with the money of a country 
— namely, to debase tbe coins in w eight, 
fineness or nomenclature and ni)ply le- 
gal lender laws — Is so barefaced and 
self-evident a fraud that it is almost 
universally denounced, nnd it is of late 
years seldom uscil by a civilized govern- 
ment. There is. how ever, unotlier meth- 
od by which the same nefarious end 
can be nllalned under the plausible pre- 
text of ‘regulating tlie value of money,' 
as if money needed any other regula- 
tion than to be let alone to find Its own 
market level. This idea of regulating 
the value of money has its enMiiisiastie 
ndvoentes in ail countriesof the present 
day and las permeated to individuals 
111 all classes of society. It is based on 
the idea that the order of the govern- 
ment, the flat of law, gives money its 
basic value. It Is therefore callcdi the 
doctrine of flatism, and money that Is 
tainted with this idcoi Is called fiat 
money. 

“A legal tender law, however, 
which makes less an e(|iiivnleht for 
more talies no account of any man's 
iihllity to fulfill his contracts, but with 
one fell swoop strikes a horizontal re- 
duction of debts for all alike nnd Is in 
effect II universal bankrupt act. When 
it Is said, ns sometimes is, that a legal 
lender !avv is neccssiiry to avoid bonk- 
riiptry, such a law is in reality rot an 
escape from bankruptcy, hut the most 
em|ihatlc confession of Imnkruptey.

It seems In be almost a 
mania to rush to legal fender in any 
]inb!ie crisis. .\t the very lime when

Senator Teller and e.x-Cougrcssraan 
Illuud are out w-ltb statements saying 
that the high price of wheat is due to 
short crops abroad. After telling us for 
years that in some strange way tbe 
prices on silver and wheat were linked 
together so that they could not get far 
apart they now express surprise that 
anybody should thiuk that the rise oi 
wheat had anything to do with the sil- 
ver question. 

According to these eminent silver 
statesmen, when the price of wheal 
goes (low 11 It is because of the “crimeol 
1873 i” but when it goes up it Is be- 
cause of Ihe law of supply and demand. 
They say truly that if tbe whole world 
has big crops of wheat next year the 
price w ill go down. Why, then, charge 
it to silver? And why not apply the 
same law of supply and demand to sil- 
ver to account for so phenomenally low 
price? Increased production and de- 
ere.ased demand hove lowered the price 
of silver Just us certainly as decreased 
production and increased demand have 
raised the price of wheat.
